VIII of the former's Constitution 
was ‘read by ‘President John Har- 
ris last Wednesday during the J. 
c. Assembly. 

Article VIII now reads: 

Meetings: The Associated Stu- 
dents. shall meet regularly once. a 
month. at the call of the -presi- 
dent; but special meetings may 
be called at the instance of. the 
president or by a written request 
of two-thirds of the membership. 

Amendment. to Article VIII: 

Meeting: Section 1. Salinas Jun- 
ior College Commission, which is 
composed of president, vice-presi- 
dent, secretary, treasurer, and 
thirteenth and fourteenth year 
class representatives, shall meet at 
least once a month before each 
student body meeting. 

Section II: The Associated Stu- 
dents shall. meet regularly once a 
month at the call of the president 
but special meetings may be called 
by the president or by a written 
request of two-thirds of the mem- 
bership.
